By an opinion handed down by 
Judge Albert W. Johnston in the 
federal court for the middle district 
of Pennsylvania, th** C. H. Mussul­ 
man company, Biglerville, Is en­ 
joined from using a process for the 
treating of apples before they are 
canned, patented by the National 
Fruit Products company. Incorpo­ 
rated, of Washington, D. C,, owners 
and operators of the Knouse Cor­ 
poration, Pearh Glen, 
Besides being enjoined from us­ 
ing the patented process, the Mus- 
seiman company is directed to fur­ 
nish an accounting of profits to the 
Knouse corporation. 
According to information received 
here, Eugene Grab invented a pro­ 
cess for treating apples prior to 
canning, in 1923, and had the pro­ 
cess patented. By the Grab patents, 
the apples are placed in, a large re­ 
tort and the air and gas in the 
fruit an* removed by vacuum. 
Used By Knouse 
Afterward, the apples are sub­ 
jected to steam, leaving the fruit 
solid and firm and in excellent con­ 
dition 
for 
canning. 
Mr. Grabs 
patented process was acquired by 
the National Fruit Products com- . 
pany. and was used by the Knouse 
corporation for several years. 
Some time ago, the Mussel rn an 1 
company 
installed 
machinery 
at 
its Biglerville plant to treat fruitJ 
under a process similar to the Grab 
process, it is alleged.

was taken until the Biglerville con- ' 
cern had actually canned apples 
seated by the process.
